Panicky Feeling.

‘There Has Been a Steady Decline Since 
Monday’s Message. 


INTERNATIONAL STOCK WAS HARD HIT 


Members of the Stock Exchange Say 
America Must Back Down—The 
Evening Post Enraged. 


New York, December ”.—(Special.)—This 
fs the stormiest day New York has known 
for a long time. 

There was no evidence of the fact that a 
‘simoom was in sight when the doors of the 
stock exchange opened this morning though 
‘there was generaily an uneasy feeling on 
account of the slight downward tendency 
of stocks at the close of Thursday’s Dusi- 
mess. This was attributable to the effect 
of the passage by thegiouse of the resolu- 
tion authorizing the appointment of tne 
Venezuelan boundary commission in pur- 
suance of the president’s message. It was 
not considered, however, to be anything 
more than a flurry and at the close of 
Thursday’s business there were no serious. 
symptoms of today’s drop. 

“This morning, however, there was con- 
siderable activity at the stock exchange 
and a feeling of general restiessness when 
the first quotations appeared. It showed 
that Thursday’s break instead of reacting 


- had gone steadily downward all along the 


line, every quotation being off. Interna- 
tional stocks showed a particularly heavy 
are>. Louisville and Nasnftville, which 1s 
one of the international favorites, opened 
at 47, whereas it had closed on Thursday 
at 49%: St. Paul, which had closed at 77% 
"Thursday, opened at 69%, and Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy, Hock Island,

London Did the Unloading. 

It was at once apparent that something 
Was wrong and that London was uniload- 
ing. Old timers on the floor of the exchange 
Saw that there was trouble ahead, and in 
the course of a short while, when the 
downward tendency showed no evidence 
of reaction, consternation seized the 
howling mob on the floor and even the 
bravest began to cast about for a shelter 
in the event of the breaking of the storm 
“which was threatened at any minute. 

To add to the discomfort of the morning 
Several failures were announced on the 
fioor of the exchange. This made confusion 
worse confounded, for it threw more of 
these falling stocks on the market and 
made matters worse by giving this addi- 
tional leverage to the downward tendency. 

All day long the floor of the exchange 
presented a state of tumultuous activity. 
Down, down, down the stocks went and 
4t appeared that the end would never 
come. Northwestern’s lowest was nearly 
7 points under yesterday’s close: Lake 
Shore nearly 8 points, Western Union 6, 
Missouri Pacific nearly & Louisville and 
Nashville 10, St. Paul and Rock Isiand 
nearly 10, Southern Railway preferred 5%, 
General Electric $—these as comparing the 
lowest points reached today with yester- 
day’s close. 

Before the close, however, strong evi- 
dences of a rally were asserted. This be- 
came manifest about 1 o’clock. Specula- 
tion became very irregular and at 2 o’clock 
call money was at 10 per cent. This after 
awhile dropped to 6 per cent, largely help- 
ing the chances for a rally, but very 
shortly afterwards the rate jumped to so 
per cent, afterwards receding and closing 
at 50 per cent, and the market 
closed irregular, unsteady and unsettled, 
leaving everyhody in a state of uncertainty 
@s to the opening tomorrow. 

Steady Decline Since Monday. 

It will be observed that there has been a 
steady decline since last Monday, the day 
that the president’s message was delivered 
to congress, the drop from Monday to 
Thursday evening’s closing quotations 
averaging about 3 points in the interna- 
tional stocks.

Wall Street Wants No War. 

Centinuing ‘he said: “The.public will 
doubtlessly applaud the first flush, but on 
sober, second thought the American peo- 
ple will support no policy looking t6 a 
war with Wnglind, based upon so trivial 
caise.

It 
has been probably the most active advocate 
of the president’s course on the financial 
question of all the New York papers, and 
has gone further and said more in indors- 
ing and deferding Mr. Cleveland in every- 
thing he has done since he has been presi- 
dent than any other newspaper in Ameri- 
ca. For this reason the people here look 
bene amazement upon its sudden deser- 

on. 


Opposed to the New Departure. ~ 

There can be no doubt about it—the lead- 
ing business men of the city and especial- 
ly those whose views are represented by 
the expression of the exchanges, are bit- 
terly opposed to the new departure taken 
by the president, and they do not hesitate 
to say so. Many of the most prominent 
operators on Wall street, and indeed some 
of the most conspicuous of the conserva- 
tive business men of the city, have taken 
direct issue with the president and are 
open in their expression of disapproval. 

To say the least of it, it seems as if at 
last there is a break between Mr. Cleve- 
land and his heretofore most devoted cham- 
pions—those who have stood by him after 
the rank and file of his own party had de- 
serted him, and while he was being most 
severely censured by the great mass of 
these whose votes elected him. 

The break between Mr. Cleveland and 
New York is interesting, and the outcome 
will be watched with interest. 
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FINANCIERS TALK. 


PIERPONT MORGAN AND FATR- 
CHILD ARE AGITATED. 


Are Afraid the Country Will Be Driv- 
en to Free Coinage of Silver—Say 
War Is Impossible. 


New York, December 20.—(Special.)—This 
Was a veritable black F'riday on the stock 
exchange. Securities of all kinds teok a 
big drop, and perfect pandemonium reign- 
ed. Scenes occurred that recalled the 
worst days of ~anics. Toward the close 
of the market t..ere was a slight reaction, 
but the financial storm is by no means 


over. 

There are those tonight who believe that 
the country is on the verge. of a bimetallic 
basis, or the suspension of specie payments. 
Even the most conservative concede that 
the present condition of affairs is critical 
in the extreme, and that nothing but the 
wisest counsel and coolest judgment can 
prevent a panic of the severest kind. 

This view of the situation is by no means 
overdrawn or exaggerated. Indeed, it 
is only a very’ conservative state- 
ment of the actual condition of af- 
fairs in Wall street as disclosed by confi- 
dential interviews with the prominent 
financiers. 

Talks with Prominent Financiers. 

Your correspondent tonight had long 
talks with men like J. Pierpont Morgan, 
the great financier who engineered the last 
bord syndicate; John A. Stewart, presi- 
dent of the United States Trust Company, 
who formed the first bond syndicate for 
Mr. Cleveland; Frederick D. Tappan, pres- 
ident of the ”~ Gallatin National bank, 
and chairman of the famous clearing house 
loan committee in the last panic; Hon. 
Charles 8S. Fairchild, president of the 
New York Security and Trust Company, 
and secretary of the treasury in Mr. Cleve- 
land’s first cabinet, and other prominent 
bankers and financiers. 

The: concensus of opinion as 
from these leaders of Wall street was that 
the present situation was most critical 
and was fraught with a great peril to the 
business world. Here are some typical in- 
terviews obtained by your correspondent: 

Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan, the head of the 
hcuse of J. Pierpont Morgan & Co., and the 
most representative financier in the coun- 
try, took anything but:a cheerful view of 
the general situation. Mr. Morgan is nat- 
urally uncommunicative and very seldom 
cares to discuss matters for publication, 
but today he seemed either depressed or 
disgusted over the break in Wall street, 
an. was disposed to give his opinion on 
the outlook. : 

“The financial situation at present is 
far from encouraging,” said he. “The pres- 
ident’s message has brought about a state 
of affairs which few of us expected, much 
less anticipated. With the excitement in 
the stock exchange, the feverish feeling of 
uncertainty in money circles on both sides 
of the Atlantic, and with money leaping 
from 3 per cent to 80 per cent interest ina 
day, you can readily see for yourself that 
the financial situation is not reassuring. 

“At present no one can predict what will 
happen: the future is very much clouded. 
The war scare is on, and we can’t tell 
which way the cat will be jumped. Busi- 
ness has a black eye, for the present at 
least, because of the events of the past few 
days, and the upward movement toward a 
returning prosperity seems to have been 
nipped in the bud by the war scare. What- 
ever may be the outcome of the Venezuelan 
boundary dispute the financial world is 
likely to feel the effects of the financial 
crisis just precipitated for some time yet.” 


What Fairchild Says. 


Ex-Secretary Charies 8S. Fairchild, a 
member of Mr. Cleveland’s first cabinet, 
had this to say: 

“There is no use denying that the situa- 
tion at present is serious. With gold going 
out of the country and a war with England 
among the possibilities in the future we 
certainly have no summer picnic to amuse 
us. I do not think we shall have war, but 
the tone and temper of things at present 
are far from encouraging. We are now 
committed to a policy that we must ad- 
here to and if we are right in our facts 
and England refuses to retreat from her 
position I don’t see how we can heip having

the situation not improve soon. Money 
jumping from 3 to 80 per cent within a day 
is a fact most significant and suggestive. 
i am in hope that the market will ease 
tomorrow, but you cannot tell what’s going 
to happen.”’ 


PUBLIC MEN PARALYZED. 


PRESIDENT’S SPECIAL MESSAGE 
PROVED AN EXTREME SHOCK. 


It Is Said Lamont Caused the Message. 
Georgia’s Representatives Were 
Leaving, but Returned. 

Washington, December 20.—(Special.)— 
Public men are completely paralyzed to- 
night by the special message to the senate 
late this afternoon from the white house. 
The message was not sent in until after the 
senate had passed the house bill providing 
for the Venezuelan commission; in fact, 
the senate: had gone into executive session 
when Mr, Thurber telephoned Mr. Cleve- 
land’s request for the senate to remain and 
hear what he had to say on finances. 

There had been no intimation that Mr. 
Cleveland was going to mix issues and his 
message came as a shock. 

In fact, during the morning session, when 
republicans and democrats alike were loud 
in their praise of the president’s patriotism, 
Senator Tillman and Senator ‘Mills were de- 
rided by a few of the gold sénators for de- 
claring that we could not continue a bluff 
very long toward England unless we are 
onge made it possible to enact a law ex- 
pénding the currency. 

enator Chandler boasted that our finan- 
ces were in a condition to euter into a 
struggle with England, and Senator Till- 
man made his debut by asking him if 
the condition of affairs which Mr. Cleve- 
land had inaugurated should precipitate a 
gold crisis and force us to a silver basis 
would he support the house Dill. 

Chandler tried to dismiss the subject by 
calling Tillman a populist, which Tiliman 
vehemently resented, saying that he had 
learned his politics from Jefferson, Calhoun 
and Lincoln and insisted upon Chandler 
answering his question. Chandler then said 
that the free silver men were continually 
dragging in financial issues when patriotism 
alone was demanded. 

Senator Tillman claims that this is exact- 
ly what President Cleveland has done him- 
self; that to a great extent the president 
has taken the sap out of his message on 
Venezuela by taking, what the silver men 
say and what the gold men themselves ad- 
mit, advantage of the present burst of 
patriotism to carry on the financial recom- 
mendations in his annual message. 

Lamont Felt Wall Street’s Puise. 

Secretary Lamont was in New York to- 
day feeling the pulse of Wall street and it 
is believed that his telegraphic communica- 
tions with the president caused the untime- 
ly message this afternoon. 

Many of the representatives knew noth- 
ing of the message until they had reached 
the depot tonight starting on their way 
home for the holidays. This was the case 
with Judge Maddox, Representative Carter 
Tate and several other Georglw represen- 
tatives, and they each and all counter- 
manded their orders for their berths and 
went in a body to the Metropoliatn hotel to 
talk the matter over with ex-Speaker Crisp. 

Senator Bacon Stopped, Too. 

Senator Bacon was leaving tonight, but 
after he heard the message readinthe sen- 
ate of course decided not to go. The gold 
men are in an absolutely dazed condition 
and the silver forces are slowly gathering 
their wits. The latter, however, determined 
upon one thing: not to allow any measure 
to pass the senate authorizing the short 
thme gold bonds, which it is understood Mr. 
Cleveland will specifically ask for. 

Senators Teller, Tillman and vihers ex. 
pressed themselves very freely this after- 
noon that if he is making this recommenda- 
tion for the purpose of war if necessary, it 
will be of no service, for in case of war it 
will be utterly impossible for this country 
to buy sufficient gold to carry it on. They 
claim, on the other hand, that if he pre- 
cipitates a war it will have to be carried on 
on a silver basis. ; 

Wall Street Demanded Peace. 

The senate chamber, was flooded with 
telegrams this morning from Wall street 
urging various senators to oppose the pas- 
sage of the house bill, as it was depressing 
all American securities. 

Democrats and republicans alike who 
were supporting Mr. Cleveland’s foreign 
policy treated advices from Wall street with 
the greatest scorn. 


The Cabinet Panic Stricken. 

While the senate was taking this view, 
refusing to be panic-stricken by what Wall 
street had to say on the subject, similar 
telegrams,. which completely routed the 
cabinet, were pouring into the white house. 
The cabinet was then holding, and became 
panic-stricken itself, and the special mes- 
sage was written in great haste. The re- 
publican house will undoubtedly pass some 
sort of measure in line with the administra- 
tion recommendations, but it will be utterly 
impossible to get it through the senate. 

War Means Bimetallism. 

I talked with a number of senators to- 
night, too many to quote, and many who 
did not want to be quoted, and it was the 
general opinion that nothing in the way 
of financial legislation could be had. They 
freely say that if war comes this country 
must inevitably go upon a bimetallic basis, 
as it will have to rely upon its own re- 
sources to carry on the war. 

It was clearly shown by the vote on 
Senator Allen’s resolution today that the 
silver men have a clean-cut majority in the 
senate. 

This majority may be weakened, but can- 
not be overthrown, for they believe it would 
be a positive waste of money to put into 
Mr. Cleveland’s hands the power to issue 
gold bonds for the sake of carrying on a 
war. 

What Cleveland’s Supporters Say. 

While this adverse criticism continues, 
there is the other side of the case being 
talked to the effect that Mr. Cleveland 
never shcewed his determination more 
clearly in this Venezuelan matter than by 
asking congress to put the treasury in 
such a condition that he can make his 
words to Great Sritain good at a moment’s 
notice. ‘ 

This is the situation as it is seen here 
tonight, but the excitement is such that it 
is difficult to get a calm statement from 
either republicans or democrats. |

Explosion Near Dayton, Tenn 
Adds fo the Frightful List 


Twenty-Nine Miners Lost Their Lives 
in Flames Yesterday. 
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BRAVE WORK OF RESCUERS 


At the Cumnock Disaster Thirty-Five 
Bodies Were Found. 
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SUPERINTENDENT CANT PROVED A HER 


Heartrending Scenes at Both Unex- 
pected Catastrophies—Many of 
the Dead Were Married. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., December 20.—Twen- 
ty-hine miners lost their lives today in the 
Nelson mine, entry 10, near Dayton, Tenn., 
by an explosion of firedamp. The explo- 
sion was succeeded by a terrific crash, 
which indicated that the roof of the pas- 
gage through which the men had entered 
had fallen in. No avenue of escape was 
left, and there is no possibility that any of 
them will be found alive, The mine is the 
property of the Dayton Coal and Iron Com- 
pany, three miles from the town of Dayton, 
and ig reached by a spur track. The men 
both white and colored, included several 
boys, entered the mine to go to work at / 
o’clock this morning, but nothing of the 
awful catastrophe was known until ll 
o'clock, when the drivers into entry 10 
found their way blocked by a solid wall of 
coal and slate. 

The Nelson mine has been worked for 
twelve years or more and the entry where 
the unfortunate miners are entombed ran’ 
back more than two miles from the mouth 
of the mine. The mine is of the kind com- 
mon in southern coal fields, known as a 
drift, or level veinéd oifie and worked in 
the direction of the vein ‘straight into the 
face of the mountain, but before the entry 
is reached a long slope extends to a level 
of several hundred yards below at an angle 
of about twenty degrees. The cars are 
pulled up’ from ‘the foot of the slope where 
tram cars, drawn by mules connect with 
it to the outside by a cable, which hauls 
the coal up with remarkable rapidity. 

Rescuing parties have been working all 
day like grim death, trying to reach the 
miners, but it is probable that they will be 
several days forcing an opening through 
the wall of the fallen roofing, which must 
be made safe as they,proceed. The foul air 
quickly exhausts the workmen who are re- 
lieved by fresh hands. The work will con- 
tinue day and night till the bodies are re- 
covered. At the drift mouth hundreds of 
women and children soon gathered and 
the picture of grief and despair is heart- 
rending. Mothers wringing their hands, 
weeping daughters and little children, 
sweethearts and gray-haired grandparents, 
all in the greatest distress, for they have 
been told that there is no hope. It is a 
spectacle from which one turns sick at 
heart. The mine is ventilated by air shafts 
or passages so the caving of the wall in the 
entry cut off the draft and death was cer- 
tain to those who breathed the poisoned 
air.

The explosian occurred in entry No. 10, 
the men in entries 1, 2, 7 and 9 escaping, 
with the exception of Tom Hawkins, who 
breathed the fatal air before he could get 
away. 

The latest details and a oorrected ac- 
count say that a way has been broken 
through the debris in the passage of entry 
10, and the blackened corpses carried out, 
when the work of identification began. 

The number of victims now reached is 
twenty-nine. Two bodies, negroes, have 
not been recognized. William Raddy, a 
colored lad, was one of the last brought 
out. Life had bong been extinct in all. 

The last reports say the gas was first 
ignited in entry 9 by Tom Hawkins, gas 
inspector, on his usual morning round of 
the mines. The flames were rapidly com- 
municated to entry 10 by means of the 
side passages. All the men at work in No. 
9 escaped except Hawkins. 

In No. 10, which forms an angle in the 
banks and connects with the outside world 
at the foot of the lower slope, the gas 
drifted and exploded, doing its work so 
well that none of the men across the 


single. 


Osear Hawkins, one of the first men to 
escape from No. 9, will die. ; 

Leech and Westfield, colored, were found 
outside the entry, having fallen dead as 
soon as they were beyond the reach of the 
flames. 

Fire Finally Subdued. 

The fire was finally subdued lateMonight 
by means of powerful’ currents of fresh 
air being forced in by the fans, which have

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‘Morgan, a boy of four years, a son of 


ton, was among the dead. 

One of the strange facts in connection 
with the catastrophe is that none of the 
| bodies were even singed by fire, although 
the flames raged through .the entry, but 
this is doubtless explained by the closeness 
of the air from the outside in entry: 10, 
where all the fatalities occurred. For 
many hours after the first alarm was raised 
no one was able to approach the head of 
the slope, along which the choking after- 
damp crept, filling every crevice and foot 
of space and clinging to the walls, the floor 
and roof, and every attempt to reach the 
passage where the bodies lay was unavail- 
ing until the fans had driven back the gas 
into the unoccupied rocms and worked out 
entries where it will linger till drawn out 
by the strong draft currents from with. 
out. 

Superintendent Vincent Ferguson was in 
Chattanooga when the accident occurred, 
and the imen were directed in the work 
of rescue by George Gibson, the civil en- 
gineer, together with J. M. Head, the 
mine boss, who were among the first to 
enter the tunrel, but were overcome by 
the after-damp. The civil engineer express- 
ed the opinion that the explosion was 
caused by some one passing the danger 
| line or else by the bursting of a gas feeder, 
for the works had been thoroughly in- 
spected by the inspector. 

The first theory a aeaaelll is probably the 
correct one, inasmuch as the inspector did 
not himself escape the destruction which he 
had set going. 
residents of Dayton and Morgantown, ex- 
cept Tom Hawkins, who lived in Rockwood, 
and most of them were men of families.

SSCENES AT CUMNOCK.

THIRTY-FIVS_RODIES NOW LIE 
IN AN IMPROVISED MORGUE. 
Many of the Miners Refused To Re- 


Enter—Story of a Man Wie 
Escaped Death. 

Raleigh, N. C., December 20.—(Special.)— 
The scenes at the Cumnock coal mine this 
morning were heartrending. The first 
bodies to be brought up were placed before 
the shuddering and weeping throng at 3 
o’clock. There were thirty-five of them. 
Their appearance was horrible in the ex- 
treme. Nearly all were burned black; some 
were bare of clothing, and the extremities 
of some, particularly the hands, were 
nearly burned off. 

At 10 o’clock ten more bodies were brought 
up. A morgue was improvised in the engine 


room, and there the bodies were placed. 
Yesterday and last night there was a 
throng of women at the pit’s mouth, all 
wild with anxiety, but with some hope 
of rescue. Today these women wen all 
absent, being at home wailing for the 
dead. They had abandoned all hope. The 
work of identifying bodies was slow. In 
one case’three white men were positive a 
body was that of their brother, but later 
they discovered that it was a negro. The 
coal company had the bodjes shrouded, 
and will pay all burial expenses. 


Story of One Who Escaped. 

When the €xpiosion occurred yesterday 
morning the miners were picking coal. 
They were in four divisions in chambers. 
All in division No. 1 must have been in- 
stantly killed.. In division No. 2 two were 
killed, and in the others four. J. F. Budd, 
who was in division No. 2, says he felt a 
concussion which jarred his eardrums, and 
heard a rumbling sound which he recog- 
nized as due to an explosion. 

The lights were extinguished, and as he 
groped his way he heard the groans of 
the dying. He and others pressed toward 
the shaft and found still others struggling 
to reach it. When near the shaft they 
Saw some comrades dead and others kneel- 
ing. He called the name of a kneeling 
man and placed his hand on his head. The 
man’s only response was a low muttering. 
The mine foreman, who had heard the ex- 
plosion, hurried the men to the surface to 
escape the after-damp, which was be- 
coming oppressive. 


Rescued His Son. 

Joe Smith, who escaped unhurt, heard 
his son’s cries for he!p, rushed to him in 
the darkness, seized him, put him on his 
shoulders and carried him to the surface, 
then feil from exhaustion. 

There were 250 pounds of dynamite in a 
closet in the mine, and Superintendent 
Cant says this caused the explosion. The 
miners think one of their number careless- 
ly ignited a garb pile with a candle and 
thus caused the gas explosion, and that 
the dynamite ignited afterwards. The 
main shaft of the mine is exactly 564 feet 
deep. The length of thé longest level, or 
Siope, is 1,300 feet, at an angle of 10 degrees. 

Some of the coal buggies were blown a 
thousand feet. The amount of after-damp 
Was great. The searching parties entered 
the mine at three-hour intervals. It was 
difficult to obtain volunteers for this dan- 
gerous work. * 

Cant Proved a Hero. 

Superintendent Cant, who is a Pennsyl- 
vanian, was a hero, and led several parties 
of searchers. He urged them to go on, and 
actually knelt and begged them to try 
and save their comrades. 

Samuel R. Henszey, one of the principal 
owners and the manager of the mine, is 
very sick at Cumnock with jaundice. Sev- 
eral of the other owners arrived today. 


United Press Story. 
Raleigh, N. C., December 20.—Interest in 
the news from Cumnock mines was intense 


today. and many persons from a é@stance 
went to the scene of yesterday’s great 
disaster. The work of searching for the 
dead continued all night. The searchers 
rested three hours and then renewed their 
efforts. Difficulty in obtaining persons to 
engage in the work was great and is one of 
the worst features of the affatr. Crowds 
of men stood near the mouth of the mine 
full of morbid curiosity. The pitiful sup- 
plications of the women, the urgent re- 
quest of Superintendent Cant and =.the 
pleading of the miners fa‘led to enl'st their 
sympathy sufficiently to induce them to 
enter the shaft and assist in the search. 

“You have not a heart as big as a pea. 
You won’t help raise your own dead; it’s 
cowardice,” safd F. Nuttall a leading 
miner, and the first to enter the mines to 
begin the work of Ffescue. 

Gallant Superintendent Cant, while ap- 

‘pealing to the crowd, asked them as men 
if they would not undertake the work for 
a while, ome man saying he would not go 
down in the mine for $10,000. “It’s a shame 
that you don’t,”’ remarked the superintend- 
ent. The average number at work search- 
ing yesterday and last night and today was 
about twelve. As rapidly as they were 
identified the bodies were shrouded. Jhose 
recovered up to noon were married men. 
Most of them leave dependent families. 

The injured are: 

Joseph Miller, John Williams Smith, 
Dempsey Halsey, colored, and Jack John- 
son; two of these wll die. There was great 
contrast between the scenes at the mine 
yesterday and teday. The women were ail

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BUTLER SHOULD BUY BONDS. | 


He Is Now in Mexico with a Letter 
of Credit for $15,000,000. 


Mexico City, Mexico, December 20.—The 
most important deals which have been made 
in Mexico for many years are now being 
made. 

A. C, Butler, of South Africa, arrived a 
few days ago with a letter of credit to 
the amount of $15,000,000 from Barney Bar- 
hato, Cecil Rhodes and the Rothschilds. 

He was given a cordial welcome by Presi- 
dent Diaz and the result of his visit is the 
investment of several million dollars in the 
drainage tunnel which the government has 
under way and inthe city waterworks. Mr. 
Butler has also taken an option upon the 
street railway system for $7,000,000. This 
includes the entire street car service not 
only of tht city, but of the federal district.

NUMBER LARGER THAN DURING 
THE PANIC OF 1898. 


What Bradstreet’s Says of the Present 
Situation—No Business En- 
couragement, 


New York, December 20.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: “Prices generally show 


no more encouraging tendency than here- 
tofore. The total number of business fail- 
ures throughout the United States, as re- 
ported to Bradstreet’s, this week aggregate 
385, compared with 313 last week, 309 {n the 
(oon eek one year ago, 30 two years ago 
(More than at the close of the panic year), 
and 298 and 313 in similar periods in 1892 
and 1891. 

“The general business situation has been 
affected with the political complications, 
vs well as the prices of cetton and wheat, 
ti.e influences of which ramify among busi- 
ness houses in many different lines. The 
serious nature of the president’s state- 
ment has had the effect rather of inducing 
the fre selling of securities. A violent 
Ggepress.on in stock and security values 
has fvullowed the president’s Venezuela 
message and its reception in Europe. The 
London market has been no less disturbed 
than our own and the foreign selling of our 
securities was on an enormous scale. 

“Gold shipments for the week are $6,580,- 
000, of which $2.5600,000 go to London today. 
Fore‘gn exchange is up to $4.89% for de- 
mand steering, and bankers show a great 
disinclination to draw in view of the pos- 
sible curtatnmenmt of roreign credits here. 
Representatives of Bradstreet’s at twenty- 
three cities interviewed many leading man- 
ufacturers and merchants Thursday as to 
the effect, present or pective, on trade 
of an internat_onal character. 

“So far as the effect on business in con- 
cerned, eastern and western manufacturing 


centers and many of the larger western 
and northwestern distributing points report 
mone is felt whatever. Perhaps as sig- 
nificant as any other feature of the inter- 
views is that in all cities except four the 
consensus of opinion distinctly favors the 
sentiments expressed ‘n the president’s 
message. The exceptions on this point are 
eg: York, Boston, Detro‘*t and Milwau- 
ee.”’ 


REED IS WORRIED. 


WAS IN CONFERENCE AT A LATE 
HOUR LAST NIGHT. 
Republicans Do Not Want To Remain 
in Session During the 
Holidays. 


Washington, Decenfber 20.—Speaker Reed 
politely declined to express an opinion 
respecting the message. He thought ft 
not unlikely that congress might remain 
in session with a view of assisting the ex- 
ecutive as far as lay in its power, but 
beyond this he declined to talk. Two 
things, however, are considered as certain. 
One is that congress will not adjourn to- 
morrow, as was expected, and, secondly, 
that the announcement of the committees 
will be made shortly after the house meets, 
The president’s message will first be laid 
before the house and after the committees 
have been made public it will be referred 
to the ways and means committee. Beyond 
this course all is speculation. The speak- 
er, himself, has formulated no programure 
although he was in conference several 
hours tonight with two prominent repub- 
licans—Mr. Dingley, of Maine, and Mr. 
Cannon, of Illinois. Other gentlemen call- 
ed later in the evening, among them Sen- 
ators Platt, of Connecticut, and Chandler, 
of New Hampshire, who also discussed the 
situation. 

There will doubtless be another confer- 
ence between Mr- Reed and others of his 
party associates at the capitol tomorrow 
forenoon, at which a further interchange 
of opinion will follow, and at which time 
some definite plan of action may be agreed 
upon. Some of the republicans regard it as 
folly to remain continuously in sersion dur- 
ing the holidays, and these will use their 
influence to secure a recess not later than 


Tuesday next until New Year's. They argue | 


that the better plan is to return home and 
consult with their constituents so that 
upon reassembling their work can be more 
intelligently performed. Those who argue 
thus condemn the president’s mressage in 
strong terms. They contend that it would 
have been wiser to have consulted with a 
few leading senators and representatives of 
both parties with respect to the condition 
of the treasury and secure their co-opera- 
a against any adjournment for the holi- 
ays. 

This, it is claimed, could have been easily 
done, thus sparing the country the shock 
which they assert it will naturally experi- 
ence upon the receipt of the message.

. 3 Losses Ran as High as Ten Points on 


. Substantial Securities—Money

New York, December 20.—The Times to- 
reorrow will print the following account of 
the day in Wall street: 

Collusion between bear operators § in 
Stocks and general trading houses smashed 
prices in Wall street today, ran money 
rates up to 90 per cent, withdrew $3,400,000 
from the gold reserve and caused several 
financial failures. Declines ‘in stocks af- 
fected the entire trading list. Losses ran 
as high as 10 points at one time in several 
substantial securities; The bond market 
sympathized actively with stocks. Good 
temper and moderation by the banks and 
the influence of the Central Trust Company 
in placing $1,500,000 in the market in the last 
hour of trading to be loaned at normal 
rates turned the downward course of 
prices. Recovery was rapid and general, 
but at the end of the day quotations show- 
ed material net losses. The shock of at- 
tack left the market wavering and fever- 
ish. Accustomed as is the financial distrust 
to the security me@rket, today’s perform- 
ance surpassed in malicious design and 
manipulative cunning and boldness any 
ever before attempted. Its success Was 
compiete and that it should have been so 
Was amazing, since those well informed 
know how it had been brought about. The 
men who engineered the. raid used the 
Venezuelan incident as a pretext.

WORK IN THE SENATE. 


SENATOR ALLEN SAYS THE POPU- 
LISTS ARE READY. 
President’s Message Caused Some Ex- 
citement—Money Appropriated 
for the Commission. 


Washington, December 20.—The house 
was in session but twenty minutes today 
and transacted little business of impor- 
tance. At 12:30 o’clock the house took a 
recess for one hour, It reassembled at 1:20 
and immediately adjourned until tomorrow 
without transacting any further business. 

The proceedings in the senate today were 
opened with prayer by its blind chaplain, 
invoking the Christmas influence of "peace 
on earth and good will toward men.’ it 
was delivered with such feeling, earnest- 
ness and eloquence that it Was ordered 
to be printed in The Record—a very un- 
usual privilege to be accorded to a chap- 
lain’s opening prayer. 

The day, however, did not respond to 
that peaceful opening, and when the hour 
of adjournment eame, the senate had 
passed, without amendment and without 
a single negative yote, the house bill ap- 
propriating $100,000 for a commission to re- 
port to the president on the true divisional 
line between the republic of Venezuela 
and British Guiana, 

The amendment of Mr. Sherman, repub- 
lican, of Ohio, fixing the number of com- 
missioners at three and requiring their ap- 
pointment to be by and with the advice 
of the senate, was reported from the com- 
mittee on foreign relations, but it had very 
little support in the senate and was, at the 
close of the debate, laid on the table with- 
out a division and with only two or three 
negative votes—the vote being viva voce. 

The debate was opened by Mr. Platt, re- 
publican, of Connecticut, who said that 
the American people were never more in 
earnest since the revolution than they 
were now. 

Mr. Sherman declared his firm belief that 
the matter would be settled between Great 
Britain and Venezuela without a drop ot 
American blood being shed. 

Mr. Mills deprecated war and inqufred 
how the revenues to carry on war were 
to be obtained. 

Mr. Lodge, republican, of Massachusetts, 
derided the attempt of English capitalists 
to create a panic in Wall street and notined 
them that the call of loans was not the 
road to an honorable and peaceful settie- 
ment.

At 3:45 o’clock the senate proceeded to 
executive business, and when the doors 
were opened at 4:30 o’clock the presiding 
officer laid before the senate the presdent’s 
message asking that no recess be taken 
until after financial legislation necessary 
to preserve the credit of the government 
had been. enacted. , 

‘‘We want time to consider it,”” Mr. Cock- 
rell bluntly rejoined. 

At 4:40 p. m. the senate adjourned.

The Jury in the Cunningham Case at 
Brunswick Discharged.

Argument of Counsel on Both Sides 
of the Case—Glynun Court Ad- 
journs—Closing Scenes. 


Brunswick, Ga., December 20,—(Speeial.)— 
No case before Glynn's court has attracted 
80 much interest this term as that of the 
State against F. E. Cunningham, the ex- 
cashier of the defunct Brunswick State 
bank, an institution which failed here in 
1892 and swallowed up thousands of dollars 
of several] small depositors’ money, besides 
causing heavy losses to several large con- 
cerns. 

The history of the case and trial form in- 
teresting reading for the many who were 
wWamped in the wreck and others who 

ffered badly. The gtate’s case was based 
on the grounds that the cashier, with the 
knowledge of thé bank’s insolvency, re- 
ceived deposits and failed to return the 
money within three days after demand for 
it had been made. 

The indictment was under a section of the 


code making such oeffnse a felony with 


punishment rangj from one to ten years 
in the mutrtinhorys 4 

Dunwody &: Atkinson represented the de- 
fense and Sol.citor Brantley the state. The 
defense entered a general aenial, . after 
which the state proceeded to introduce 
testimony. 

Director Coney swore that defendant was 
cashier at the time of the bank’s failure; 
that he was supposed to be in the bank 
during bank hours; the bank was now in 
the hands of a receiver, but was not

Ow cross examination witness stated 
that he had not intended to deposit the $700. 
He only wanted change for it. ; 

Others swore substantially to having 
deposited after receiving positive assur- 
ances from the defendant that the bank 
was safe. 

Cunningham’s Statement. 

After all the evidence was submitted 
the accused made his statement which 
was in substance that he did not deem the 
bank insolvent when the various deposits 
were received; that he had placed confi- 
dence in a superior officer, now dead, which 
had been misplaced; that he had intimate 
friends whom he could have warned to 
withitaw their money, but did not do so, 
thinking the institution solvent. He admit- 
ted some of the testimony but denied the 
most material. The president took a large 
amount of notes to New York, but he 
failed to secure money on them. 

“T certainly plead ‘not guilty.” I have 
begun life again on the lowest round to 
build myself up. I want to change this 
ili feeling against me, and hope to suc- 


ceed,”’ 
The Argument. 


A request from the solicitor to ask de- 
fendant a question being denied, Attorney 
Sam Atkinson began the argument for the 
defense. He quoted the law under which 
the indictment was found, and argued 
that the defendant was not aware of the 
bank’s insolvency, dwelling at length on 
the law of reasonable doubt. 

Hiss speech was short and to the point. 

Solicitor Brantley followed for the state, 
and his effort has been characterized the 
best ever delivered in a Glynn.county court 
room. His case was based on two conclu- 
sions. First, that the bank was insolvent 
when the deposits were received; second, 
that the defendant knew it to be so. 

In his arraignment the solicitor was very 
severe, saying: “He comes here, gentle- 
men, claiming to be a victim of misplaced 
confidence. He goes down t®& the grave 
and places an unproven stigma upon the 
memory of the dead.’’ 

Attorney Dunwody began the closing 
argument for the defense by stating: “I 
will not discuss the dead except in justice 
to the living.’’ Following this he deliver- 
ed an eloquent and touching word-picture 
of the aged father and mother of the de- 
fendant, waiting by their fireside, in a dis- 
tant city, for tidingg of their beloved boy 
now on trial before that court and jury. 
From this he took up the evidence as sub- 
mitted, and argued that the defendant's 
best judgment told him the bank was 
solvent when he received the deposits, and 
his. judgment was worth as much as any 
man’s. His attacks on the witnesses were 
sarcastic, and he then referred to the 
bank’s obligations, stating that the reason 
more were not now paid was on account 
of receivership’s expenses. 

This brought Judge Sweat’s gavel down 
with a hard knock as a reprimand, while 
his honor stated, “That does not bear on 
the case. Counsel will refrain from any 
comments on that matter.” 

The counsel’s concluding remarks were 
eloquent and fervid, being a remarkably 
strong appeal for the defendant and sym- 
pathies of the jury. 

In his charge Judge Sweat was very im- 
partial, but followed the letter of the law 
strictly, giving the case to the jury in a 
comprehensive manner. 


Was a Mistrial. 

After being out twenty-four hours, re- 
turning twice to the court to be recharged, 
keeping the entire city on the qui vive of 
expectation since going out, the jury re- 
turned to the court at adjourning hour 
tonight and announced that they could 
not agree, four being for acquittal, where- 
upon a mistrial was declared. 

The jury was discharged until the second 
Monday in January and court adjourned 
for the holidays. 

This again puts the whole city to spec- 
wiating as to the final eutcome. Tonight 
Judge Sweat stated to your correspondent 
that under the law the cases arainst ex- 
Cashier Cunningham and all the indicted 
officials of the Brunswick bank would have 
to be disposed of in some wey before this 
session's final adjournment and the ques- 
tion that will agitate those most interest- 
ed for weeks yet will be what final dispo- 
sition will be made of the indictments. It 
is a complicated condition, involving more 
men of prominence and more capital than 
any ever heretofore before a Glynn county 
grand jury.

Wo Cause for Alarm. 

A nervous correspondent of The New 
York Evening Post writes as follows: 

IT am aghast with horror at seeing the 
avidity with which the unthinking multi- 
tude applaud the belligerent message of 
Mr. Cleveland. Are We all tigers? It seems 
co, for the bitterest opponents of the presi- 
dent in his past efforts to secure peacé and 
plenty, now applaud him when he blows 
a blast that may provoke the saddest war 
of all history. 

Perhaps this able citizen is too easily 
agitated. Rumors of war are common 
in every generation, but very few of 
them ever materialize. The chances 
are that England will make any rea- 
sonable concession, or ever sacrifice, to 
avoid a war with this country, and it 
also goes without saying that our peo- 
ple are not in favor of fighting until 
they have exhausted every means of 
preserving peace with honor. 

But there is one sentence in this cor- 


respondent's letter which recalls many 
chapters of our history. “Are we all 
tigers?’ he asks. If he means to ask 
whether we are a bloodthirsty, fighting 
race of people we are bound to reply in 
the affirmative. During the past two 
centuries we have had at least one 
war in every thirty-five years. We have 
not only fought foreigners and Indians 
but we have had one of the worst civil 
wars in history. 

The tiger instinct seems to be lurk- 
ing in our natures. Periodically it 
breaks out and we go to war abroad or 
at home. But while this is true, we 
see no probability of a war between 
this country and England in the near 
future. The provocation is not serious 
enough, and neither side is ready for the 
fight, and beth would prefer to see the 
matter settled peaceably. 


Our Naval and Military Strength. 
‘If we should be unexpectedly hurried 
into a war our navy and army would 
make a very respectable showing at the 
beginning. 

We have forty-three serviceable war- 
ships in commission. Then we have 
about 21,000 men in the regular army, 
and 112,000 state militia. 

Of course, this represents only a small 
part of our strength. In a few months 
we would be able to place over four 
million men in the field, if such an im- 
mense host should ever be necessary. 
New war vessels would be purchased 
abroad and built here at home, and in 
a short time our navy would be strong 
enough to cope with that of any Euro- 
pean power. 

It is unnecessary to go into a de- 
tailed summary of our fighting re- 
sources just at this time. Our ships 
and guns will not be needed in the 
pending eontroversy, and we might as 
well take a hint from the attitude of 
the British public. According to a Lon- 
don special the newspapers with their 
sensational editorials have not stirred 
up a ripple of interest in the Venezue- 
lan business. The practical and sensi- 
ble English people simply laugh at the 
suggestion of a war with this country, 
and declare that the idea is too absurd 
to be considered. 

Our British cousins are right. We are 
going to maintain peace and uphold 
the Monroe doctrine, too. 
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-Farm Land in New York State. 

There is in New York an association 
for relieving the poor which, contrary 
to precedent, is very actively and fn- 
telligently managed. Its directors have 
recently ,had their attention called to 
the tendency on the part of the farm- 
ing population to move to the cities. 
In order to get at the origin of this 
movement they set on foot last year a 
special investigation of the matter, se- 
lecting an intelligent and a trustworthy 
man to go through the farming regions 
of New York and make inquiries, and 
authorizing another agent to conduct a 
Similar inquiry py means of corre- 
spondence. 

The first question that both agents 
were instructed to ask was, “Has farm 
land depreciated in the last twenty- 
five years, and how much?” The re- 
plies to this question were unanimous 
that the land had depreciated. Hun- 


dreds of persons in different parts of 


the state were questioned and all 
agreed. One agent, averaging the re- 
plies he received, fixed the depreciation 
at 48 per cent, the other at 50 per cent. 
There seems to be no doubt that farm- 
ing land in the great state of New York 
has lost half its value during the past 
twenty-five years. 

In other words, the gold dollar will 
buy twice as much land now as it would 
buy in 1894, and although it is grad- 
ually degrading the business of agri- 
culture by driving farmers into poverty, 
those who deal in money continue to 
insist that it is an “honest” dollar! 

A great many of the farmers at- 
tributed the depreciation of farm land 
te its true cause—namiely, the low price 
of farm products. There can be no 
other reason. The value of farm lands 
depends mainly on the profit that is to 
be made out of the products of the soil.

Thus far the farmers of the country 
have been compelled to bear the bur- 
dens of the British gold standard, but 
the prospects are that the manufgctur- 
ers and their employes will be called on 
to bear the same burdens. This will 
not relieve the farmers, but it will dis- 
play still further the disastrously idiotic 
policy of adopting the British gold 
standard. 
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The gold standard tories are at outs with 
Mr. Cleveland.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The palatial home of Charles T. Yerkes, 
the Chicago millicnaire, at Sixty-eighth 
street and Fifth avenue, New York city, 
has not only the most complete electric 
lighting, heating and ventilating plant of 
any of the several electrically equipped 
mansions in that city, but it has the larg- 
est storage plant ever installed Mm a 
private residence. A gas engine of thirty- 
five horse power in the basement is.belted 
to a dynamo. The storage battery con- 
sists of sixty cells, having a capacity of 
2,506 ampere hours at a ten-hour discharge 
rate, the maximum discharge rate being 
500 amperes for four hours. The house is 
wired for about 1,200 sixteen-candle power 
lamps, and has besides an electric pas- 
senger elevator and several electric motors 
for ventilating, pumping and other pur- 
poses. The arrangement of the lights is 
very artistic. The vestibule, or reception 
hall, is lighted from above through ¢a- 
thedra! glass in the base of a dome by 200 
lights. Lamps are cencealed within the 
carving of the principal salon, or in fro- 
settes of colored glass, and cunningly 
paced in the ceilings. In the lbrary, an 
apparent framed oil painting, which is 
really a wonderful piece of cathedral giass 
werk, is made the vehicle of a flood of 
light, which illuminates the room witha 
the soft radiance of day. 


Professor W. Sievas, a well-known Ger- 
man geographer, says that in its contro- 
versy with Venezuela England has been 
steadily the encroacning party. Since the 
discovery of gold near the Orinoco the 
English have “slowly advanced upon Vene- 
gzuelan territory, gettihg bolder with every 
revolution that weakened the republic.” 
The professor declares that England recog- 
nized Venezuela’s present claim until within 
recent years, that Venezuela has always 
owned the auriferous district, and that 
the people of the republic ‘will only be 
deferding thier rights if they remove enh- 
croaching Englishinen and send iroops to 
the territory.’ This opmicn may be said 
to prevail among all, except Lnglismen, 
who have looked into the facts connected 
with the dispute. 


Four years ago Henry Lewis, a poor 
candy seller of Brooklyn, found an old lady 
sitting on his doorstep, and took her into 
his house, where she remained a member 
of the family until a few months ago, when 
finding herself a serious burden on him, 
she insisted on going to the poorhouse. A 
few days ago she fell heir to $300,000, and 
returning to Lewis’ home, she turned it 
over to him for the kindness he had shown 
her. 


It was in the year 1777 that John Paul 
Jones, commanding a ship of eighteen guns, 
appeared on the town of Whitehaven.

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TH VENEZUELAN MATTER. 


New Orleans Times Democrat: The Brit- 
ish began their aggression on this terri- 
tory in 1827, and Venezuela has been stead- 
ily protesting since 1841, when she distinctly 
claimed the Essequibo as her frontier. Be- 
ing continually torn by internal dissension 
and frequent revolution, she has done 
nothing but remonstrate and request arbi- 
tration, without receiving much more atten- 
tion from Great Britain than a gnat gets 
from a wild bull—an angry toss of the head. 
To examine in detail the Aberdeen line, the 
Salisbury line, the Rosebery line, the 
Schomburgk line, and so on, would be but 
to dignify the claim of Great Britain. It 
is necessary to go back to the _ original 
frontier and fight it out on that line. On 
that line the American people will be found 
standing as one man at the back of a presi- 
dent who has had the good sense and the 
nerve to tell the people the truth. 


Chicago Inter Ocean: The point is that 
Lord Salisbury claims a district hundreds 
of miles in extent simply because adven- 
turers from British Guiana had occupied 
it; claims a district not ceded to Great 
Britain by any act of Venezuela or by any 
reaty in existence; in other words, Great 

ritain is encroaching upon American ter- 
ritory just as the French encroached upon 
American territory in Mexico. The Ameri- 
can nation encroached upon has not con- 
sented to any change in boundary, has not 
agreed to cede any territory, but has 
protested, in‘ season and out, and fcr over 
fifty years, against the encroaciment. This 
is the case in a nutshell. 


New York Commercial-Advertiser: If 
Great Britain will not retreat from her 
arbitrary and unjustifiable position, it is 
difficult to see how futwre conflict can be 
avoided. Most assuredly the United States 
will not, at the dictation of Lord Salisbury, 
abandon its adherence to the Monroe doc- 
trine, which has be¢n a primary principle 
of American diplomacy for seventy years.

He beg- 
‘ged to be excused from discussing war 
probabilities.

A hale looking gentleman of sixty years, 
who did not seem to be over fifty, was an 
interested observer of the plow exhibit in 
the government building yesterday. ‘““These 
are certainly crude contrivances,” he re- 
marked of the plows brought from Java, 
Japan, China, Egypt and other foreign 
parts. “It is singular that those people 
have not made any advancement in thou- 
sands of years. They are using exactly 
the same kind of implements which their 
forefathers employed 2,000, and possibly 4,000 
years ago.” The speaker was James Oliver, 
of South Bend, Ind., a name familiar to 
every plowman in the United States. “We 
are that far ahead of those countries in 
almost everything. The Japs are adopting 
more modern implements the last few 
years, but in Java, China and Egypt there 
has been no improvement in 1,000 years. In 
Egypt you will see a man or a woman 
driving acow toarude wooden-pronged 
device which they call a plow. Another 
man or woman bears down on the beam to 
make the plow take a deeper hold in the 
hard earth. All their other farming imple- 
ments are on the same scale. Some one 
said that as civilization advances the 
weapons of a people grow shorter. I would 
Say that a nation’s advancement can be 
distinguished by the improvement in its 
farming implements.” 

Mr. Oliver is a fellow townsman with the 
Messrs. Studebaker, who are also here to 
see the exposition. Their friends say that 
therd is some rivalry between the two 
manufacturers. Some years ago Mr. Oliver 
built himself a handsome home. Not long 
after one of the Studebakers erected a resi- 
dence which was much more expensive and 
showy. Now Mr. Oliver is putting up a 
million-dollar residence and will have an 
entire block in his grounds. Report says 
that he made $1,000,000 last summer on the 
advance in iron and steel. 


Mr. Albert A. Drake and wife are at the 
Aragon. Mr. Drake is a prominent broker 
in New York and is considered one of the 
weaithiest men on the steck exchange 


“T have been very much interested in ex- 
pressions from the southern men on the 
possibilities of war with England and their 
patriotism. I find that the young men in 
particular would be at the first.

There 
is certainly every evidence of patriotism 
down here now and If believe that the young 
Georgians I have met would be the first 
volunteers in the field. Atlanta would 
probably be safe for a long time. New York 
and the coast cities and the Canadian 
frontier would get about the first taste of 
fighting, I should say. It would not sur- 
prise me to find the New York business 
men urge a peace policy. They would not 
want to get the brunt of the fighting.” The 
speaker was Mr. E. G. Thornbury, of Mas- 
sachusetts. 


“In the event of a call for volunteers the 
national guard would turn out 100,000 men 
within forty-eight hours,” said Mr. Andrew 
Walker, a member of one of the interior 
regiments of New York. “In our state 
there are 13,000 enlisted men. Georgia, I 
believe, has something like 5,000 all told. 
Our Seventh has 1,000 men. Pennsylvania, 
Qhio and Ilinois have large enlistments. 
Atlanta has seen some of the finest troops 
in the national guard this fall. The Mary- 
land and Chicago men showed up in fine 
trim, but whey they paraded the streets 
here no one dreamed that war was immi- 
nent. It may not be now, but there is no 
telling.’’

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HE TALKS OF WAR 


Congressman Livingston Tells of the | 


Venezuelan Quarrel. 


SAYS ENGLAND WON’T FIGHT 


The People of South and Central 
America Want Closer Relations 
with the United States. 


Congressman Livingston has returned 
from the national capital and unless he is 
notified by telegram that congress will 
not adjourn within the next two or three 
days, as was at first intended by the mem- 
bers, he will remain during the holidays 
with his home folks. 

He telegraphed Mr. Crisp last night to 
ask if, in the light of Mr. Cleveland’s mes- 
sage, congress will hold in session, and if 
he receives an affirmative reply he will 
return to Washington today in order to 
be present when the emergency business 
comes up before the national law makers. 

Colonel Livingston was seen at the 
Markham house by The Constitution last 
night and asked about the recent issues 
that have been sprumg with such sensa- 
tional results at the capital—the rumors of 
war, the Venezuelan issue and the new 
bond issue. 

Colonel Livingston is, perhaps, the best 
posted man in congress about the Venezue~ 
lan affair. He became deeply interested in 
the relations between this country and 
Venezuela and went to that country last 
summer to make a study of the situation 
there. In Venezuela Colonel Livingston 
was well received by the dignitaries of the 
land and spent several weeks there mak- 
ing a study of the people and tracing out 
the issues of British encroachments. 

It has been suggested that if congress 
takes any decided action along the line 
suggested by President Cleveland in his 
recent message bearing upon the Venezue- 
lan question, Colonel Livingston will 
be appointed by the president as one of 
the commissioners to negotiate with Great 
Britain about the differences between the 
nations in the demand for rigtd obedience 
to the requirements of the Monroe doc- 
trine. This at least is predicted by promi- 
nent members of congress who are aware 
of Colonel Livingston’s interest in the mat- 
ter and his knowledge of the complica< 
tions that have arisen. 

He Talks of Venezuela. 

Congressman Livingston talks interest- 
ingly about the war and the rumors of 
war. 

“One thing ts certain,” he said last night, 
‘the flurry in the money market mentioned 
in today’s dispatches has been dictated by 
the powers from the other side. English 
capitalists intend to throw our securities 
on the market at a sacrifice to frighten 
us. The intention is plainly to give a 
threat to America by stabbing at this 
country’s financial imstitutions. It is the 
purpose of England to- throw out this 
sont of a threat for no other purpose than 
to frighten President Cleveland and con- 
gress from doing anything that would tend 
to further unfriendEness toward England 
in the Venezuelan matter. They want to 
make a bluff at the powers of this country 
to prevent if possible any aggressive ac- 
tion by congress. All this is plain. 

Let John Bull Rip. 

“Well, I am in favor of letting Engtiish 
capitalists do all they can along this line. 
What if the gold reserve has gone down to 
about $70,000,000? I am in favor of letting 
them draw it down to $30,000,000 if they 
want to. What’s the use to worry about 
that so long as we have money enough on 
this side—men with money and willing- 
ness to take up these securities at this 
sort of sacrifice. We would then come out 
better in the long run, and England will 
find that she thas bitten off her nose to 
spite her face. 

Cleveland Will Stand Firm. 

“I know enough to state pos‘tively that 
President Cleveland is going to stand to 
his first position. Congress is going to 
sustain him in that stand. Venezuela and 
all the South and Central American pow- 
ers are in sympathy with him in taking 
such a stand and there will be enough in 
this business before it is done with to 
show England that it would be ruinous to 
go any further. 

“TIT am one who believes that Great Brit- 
ain does not intend to fight America, She 
would not fight if not driven to it. She 
knows too well that it would lose for her 
the control of the seas, and the great 
commercial prestige she now holds. Her 
India possessions would be exposed if she 
came over this way to fight. There would 
be an uprising of Ireland, and while Ger- 
many might be with England, I know that 
Russia would not and I don’t believe that 
France would. 

Want To Be Closer to Us. 

“The people of Venezuela and of all the 
Central and South Amer'‘can countries are 
anxious for a closer trade relation with 
the United States. When I was in Vene- 
zuela last summer I found that the people 
were clamoring for some closer tie to this 
country. They have hitherto been ted 
so close to the skirts of Great Br‘tain 
that they have not been in position to de- 
mand a change of commercial relations, 
but the time has now come when they 
ean do this and I believe they would rise 
up any day and do i if they got a good 
chance... Venezueha can muster an army of 
250,000, and with these stationed on the 
high peaks of mountains about five miles 
from the coast they can easily keep back 
countless thousands of invaders. 

“The country has a coast line and gen- 
eral topegraphy which make it almost safe 
from intruders. The invading army with 
such a navy 2s England has might get 
possession of the little seaport towns, but 
they could never get beyond the mountain 
range. and it is beyond these mountains 
that the food products grow. The natives 
woukl be well off at home with a good 
army to drive back the invading sokiiers 
as they approached the mountain ranges. 

Would Unite Against Attact. 

“It is very true that there bas lately 
been an uprising among some of the peo- 
ple of Venezuela against Crespo, but when 
I was there not long ago I found that 
these same people who were against Crespo 
said they would gladly join him if it came 
to a fight between his reign and the reign 
of Great Brtiain. The truth is the people 
down there have grown tired of Engish 
interference and English monopoly. The 
time has come for a change and I believe 
the change is nigh at hand.”

Ford and Senter’s Arrest. 


About two weeks ago two men were ar- 
rested here—Ford and Senter—alleged to be 
counterfeiters. They are wanted in Oma- 
ha on indictmnts charging them with mak- 
ing spurious ten-dollar bills, and the pair 
Was recently taken back to Omaha by 
government officials. The men were traced 
to Atlanta by Inspector Donnella, of the 
secret service bureau, who followed them 
over a large section of the country. The 
arrests were made at the postofiice by 
means of a decoy letter. 

It seems that a third man was wanted 
in connection with the counterfeiting bus- 
iness, but he evidently got wind of the 
arrest of his companions. It is said that 
he is known as Frank Dice, alias Gra- 
ham, formerly of Kansas City, and it 
seems that it was on his account that 
Keener was arrested. Dice is said to have 
left Atlanta and evaded arrest until the 
last few days. It seems that while in the

city he met Keener and arranged with the 
latter to care for a box for him. The box 
in question is said to have contained a 
large amount of the spurious ten-dollar 
bills manufactured by the Omaha gang. 
The box was shipped to a point near Kan- 
sas City, addressed to Dice, Keener claim- 
ing that it was left in his possession to be 
expressed. 


What Keener Claims. 


It is said that Dice has been arrested 
somewhere in the west, and that he con- 
fessed to having given Keener some of the 
bad money while in Atlanta. When Kee- 
ner was arrested he turned over $30 of the 
stuff, claiming that the money was given 
him by Dice when the latter was in At- 
lanta. Keener denies any connection with 
the gang, claiming thet he was imposed 
on by a man he formerly Knew to be rep- 
utable. He said that he had no intention 
of disposing of the money, claiming that it 
has been in his trunk since given him by 
Dice. He says that Dice called on him re- 
cently and renewed an old Kansas City 
acquaintance, at the same time leaving a 
box at the bicycle repair office with the 
request that it be shipped a few days 
later. 

Keener claims to have been ignorant of 
the contents of the box and says that he 
accepted the spurious money from Dice 
simply because he formerly knew the man 
and that he did not think of the conse- 
quences of his act. He says that he is in 
trouble by a foolish act, denying complic- 
ity with Dice or others alleged to be coun- 
terfeiters. 

Can’t Give the Bond. 


Keener is unable to furnish the $3,000 
bond required by Commissioner Broyles, 
and will be held at the jail for preliminary 
trial. 

Keener is a married man, having a wife 
and two children in Atlanta. They came 
only a few days ago, and are greatly dis- 
tressed at the trouble in store for them. 
Keener’s partner, Berry, says that Keener 
stands well itn Chicago, and that he will 
be able to establish his good character. 
He says Keener has been known to him 
only a short time, but that the introduc- 
tion was given by well-known business 
men of Chicago.

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RAILROAD NBWS. 


A Meeting of OMcials at Association 
—-- Headquarters Yesterday. 


ARBITRATORS WILL HOLD OVER 


Great Rush of Passenger Traffic Ex- 
pected During the Holidays, 
News of the Rail. 


There was much interest in the last ses- 
sion of the railroad convention, which has 
been in progress in this city for several 
days, when it was called to erder yester- 
day morning. 

The failure to elect a board of arbitration 
at this convention does not mean that the 
association will have no power of this kind 
for the coming year, for on account of 
the ruling of the old association, which 
has newer been chaffged, there will be no 
cessation in the duties of the present board 
until their successors are elected, 

The present board consists of Colonel 
Carter, of Washington; Colonel John 
Screven, of Savannah, and Major J. W. 
Green, of Augusta. 

These have been in service as the high 
court of the Southern Railway and Steam- 
Ship Association for a long time. When 
this association passed out of existence 
recently and the new Southern States 
F. * Association was formed the board 
of arbitration was retained just as it had 
Stood under the old association uftil the 
late meeting of the railroad men in At- 
lanta, 

There was a-tule made when the new as- 
Sociation was formed requiring a unanimous 
vote on all elections of officers. It was due 
to this rute that a failure to elect re- 
sulted. 

The executive committee of the associa- 
tion was in session yesterday, having in 
hand many matters of importance to the 
railroad men of the south in the manage- 
ment of their properties. Most of the sub- 
jects that had been listed bore upon the 
£0overnment of the new association, though 
there were others which pertained to rates 
and differentials. 

The fertilizer rate question came up at 
this meeting of the executive committee, 
and was thoroughly discussed. It will be 
remembered that the fertilizer manufac- 
turers recently organized an association 
among themselves throughout the southern 
territory to make an effort to get the rail- 
roads to lower the general rates on this 
commodity of traffic. They also laid plans 
for gauging the product of their mills this 
year, so as not to flood the marké > .with 
fertilizers. 

They claim that with a low price on cot- 
ton they ought to get from the railroads 
a low rate on fertilizers. This they claim 
is due them to encourage the business, 
since the low price of cotton tends to cut 
down the fertilizer business, and to offset 
this tendency the railroads ought to give 
a lower rate, thus putting it within the 
hands of the fertilizer manufacturer to 
charge less for his factory’s products. 

The matter was referred to a special sub- 
committee. It will be settled in the near 
future, however, so it is promised. 

There has been much work done at the 
meetings of the association members this 
week in Atlanta. They have all gone home 
with the Satisfaction of having done much

All the Railroads Are Getting Ready 
for the Christmas Traffic. 

If signs count for anything the railroads 
that enter Atlanta will have quite as much 
as they can do to take care of the Christ- 
mas passenger traffic this season.

TO INVESTIGATE CHARGES. 


Mayor King Appoints the Crittenton 
Home Committee. 


Mayor King has appointed the committee 
to investigate the charges against the Fior- 
ence Crittenton home embodied in the 
Mayson resolution presented to the general 
council last Monday. 

The committee is composed of Mr. May- 
son, chairman, Mr. Talbert and Mr. Day. 

The papers upon which the charges are 
based are in the hands of Mr. Mayseon und 
are in the shape of interrogatories certi- 
fied by one woman, the daughter of a man 
well known in Atlanta during his liietime 
and the granddaughter of a man once 
equally prominent in b'ulton county, 

If the woman's story, as it is recited on 
the half-dozen sheets of paper Mr. Mayson 
carries in his trousers’ pocket is true, it 
will produce a sensation apart from the 
alieged ill-treatment at the Crittenton 
home. Following the text of the paper, 
as it is in the verbiage of the woman, a 
few questions, propounded by any one who 
has conversed with her or who has any 
knowledge of the story she telig will pro- 
duce about as interesting and lively a sen- 
sation as Atiania has had in a long time— 
a sensational scandal, it might be termed. 

The woman’s story of the paternity of 
the baby which first opened its eyes in the 
Crittenton home involves the name of one 
of the best known and most popular men 
of the city—a man who has served the city 
officially and who has been for years con- 
nected with one of the biggest corporations 
which does business in Atlanta, 

It is quite likely, however, that that feat- 
ure of the woman’s story will net be intro- 
duced into the investigation. 

The papers siven by the other woman 
who has made complaint egainst the home 
have since been augmented, or reinforced 
by statements from two other women who 

re now being cared for in a hospiial. 

Mr. Mayson has not yet called a meeting 
of his committee, but will probably issue 
a call today. . 

In the meantime Mrs. Wolfe, the matron 
and superintendent of the home, is patient- 
ly awaiting an investigation, declaring that 
all she wants is a thorough, compiete and 
determined searchlight thrown upon the 
home, its inmates and its work. A card 
from Mrs. Wolfe yesterday seys over her 
own signature: 

“As superintendent and manager of the 
Florenee Crittenton home for giris since its 
organization I beg space to reply to some 
unfounded and misleading statements 
which appeared in your issue of the I7th. 
They come from a source so totally un- 
worthy of note—except as they appear in 
the columns of your widely circulated pa- 
per; that I beg an equally prominent space 
to give some facts bearing upon the charges 
as set forth in that article. 

“First—The home was not doing the 
work delegated to it, and was severe in its 
treatment of its inmates.’ 

“The home is constantly receiving and 
caring for girls in their hour of childbirth 
and during con nee. Under the di- 
rection of our pltysician and 
nurses, With every necessary agency. Dur-

The attention of che manufacturers of this

The diplomas and 
medals awarded will be delivered free of 
charge to the recipients, consequently the 
only expense that the exhibitor will incur 
after his goods’ have crossed the border 
will be for floor space. 

It has heen deemed best to limit the 
character of the goods exhibited at this 
exposition to machinery of all descriptions, 
agricultural implements and agricultural 
| products, whether raw or manufactured, It 
is also intended for the benefit of the ex- 
hibitors of this exposition that only one 
firm in each particular line be accepted. 

Should afi exhibitor desire to leave his 
goods contained -in his exhibit in Mexico 
until the apening of the larger exposition in 
December it could in all probability be 
done with little or no extra expense, re- 
serving at the same time the privilege of 
free return transportation. 

It is by no means necessary to understand 
Spanish in dealing with the leading mer- 
ehants and business men of Mexico, but 
there will constantly be at hand a corps of 
competent interpreters.

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Commissioner Cotterell Does Not Care To 
Discuss the Venezulean Matter. 


JOVE’S SUDDEN DEPARTURE 


The Other Commissioner Has Returned 
to His Home in Caracas. 


WHAT DOES HIS SUDDEN DEPARTURE MEAN? 


Report That His Departure Is Con- 
nected with the Present Sit- 
uation Denied. 


Senor Miguel G. Osio Cotterell, of Ven- 
ezvela, twisted his feathery mustache 
thoughtfully. 

“T cannot talk,” he said. “What I say 


is not official. I have already been mis- 
quoted. My government would not care to 
have me discuss the situation.” 

Senor Cotterell is the official representa- 
tive of the Venezuelan government at the 
exposition. He is a young man of splen- 
did appearance with an aristocratic brace 
of Depew siders, and @ tropic-tinted com- 
plexion of dark brown. During the last 
revolution he was a colonel in the regular 
army, and made several dangerous and im- 
portant missions for his government, 

In spite of the enforced reticence of the 
commissioner it is easy to see that the pos- 
sibility of the United States going to war 
with England has excited him no little. In 
fact it has caused a perceptible flutter 
among all the foreign commissioners and 
they regard the question as one of grave 
import. 

Senor Jove, the other Venezuelan com- 
missioner, left yesterday for Caracas. it is 
denied that his return has any connection 
with the present controversy, but there are 
those who say that the serious turn to 
affairs caused his departure and that as an 
important government official it Wwas 
thought that his advice and presence would 
be necessary in case of conflict. It is said 
that the commissioner is in the goveran- 
ment service and occupies confidential re- 
lations with Crespo. He has represented 
his country faithfully since the opening 
of the exposition. 

At the suggestion that his return had any 
connection with the controversy Mr. Jove 
laughed. He stated that he Was in no 
sense influenced by the affair, that. his 
time here was almost out and he wished to 
get home as soon as possible. ' Mr. Cotter- 
ell also denied that the return of Mr. Jove 
came about through the crisis in the 
boundary question. 

‘There was no necessity for him to re- 
main any longer,” said he. “The expo- 
sition is almost at an end, Only a few 
incre days and everybody will go. It takes 
some time to make the trip to Venezuela 
and Mr. Jove wished to get there as soon 
as possible. I shall go home myself in 
a tew days. Our exhibit here has been 
turned over to the Philadelphia national 
museum and there is, therefore, no neces- 
sity for us to remain to pack it up. We 
have donated everything here to Dr. Nei- 
derlein for his enterprise and will carry 
nothing home but our private property. 

‘No, I can’t discuss this question of war 
or rumors of war. I cannot say anything 
that would commit me except that 1 am 
very happy that the president expressed 
himself as he did in his letter. <All our 
people are glad. I would not care to dis- 
cuss tthe relations of the other South Amer- 
ican countries wieh Europe. That is be- 
yond my province.” 

To Build a Canal. 

The return of Mr. Cottereil will mark an 
era in the annals of Valencia, his native 
city, ag he will begin at once upon the 
construction of a canal which will do more 
for his country than any other enterprise 
ever originated in the United States ot 
Venezuela, 

He has recently been empowered by the 
government to supervise the construction 
of the canal from Lake Tarcarigua to Val- 
encia, an enterprise which will open. up 
entirely new country, and develop rice, 
sugar and coffee lands. It is a work of 
enormous magnitude and will require years 
of work. The exclusive contract has been 
given to Mr. Cotterell to build it, and he 
will begin at once. 

The following certificate from the minis- 
ter of the interior of Venezuela gies an 
idea of the extent of the work: 

“Dr. Juan Francisco Castillo, minister of 
the interior of the United States of Ven- 
ezuela, certifies, That the memorial pre- 
sented to the executive by Mr. Miguel G. 
Osio Cottrell, through this department on 
the Mth day of May, of the present year, 
proposing a coniract for the construction 
and exploitatién of a canal and other en- 
terprises between the city of Valencia and 
the lake Tacarigua reads as follows: ‘tlon- 
orable Minister of the Interior—I have the 
honor to submit to the wise consideration 
of the government, through the medium of 
your department the basis of a contract 
for the construction and exploitation of a 
canal that will start at the Lake Tacar- 
igua and end in the city of Valencia. 

‘**T enclose herewith the plan of the pre- 
liminary studies made on said work, which 
will prove that it is feasible and of easy 
realization; the final plans will be submit- 
ted in due time, to make such modifica- 
tions as might be suggested by a more 
careful study. With the opening of the 
canal there can be at the city of Valencia 
a large central sugar refinery, similar to 
those of Havana and other places for ex- 
portable sugars; the low rates of freight 
would be so convenient that all the cané 
produced on the shores of the lake could be 
carried to the central refinery. 

“*The positive usefulness obtained for a 
large portion of the country through this 
enterprise, which would render an easy 
outlet to its products, and taking also intu 
eonsideration the spirit of patriotism and 
progress that characterzes the chief of the 
nation and the actual members of the cab- 
inet lead me to hope that this. will be fa- 
vorably accepted.

“Fhe work will mean much to our coun- 
try,”’ said the commissioner yesterday, and 
I hasten back to get to work on it.”

MARTIN MADE A KICK 


The Alleged New York Crook Said He 
Wouldn't Go Away. 


HE WAS FORCED TO DRESS 


Detective Sergeant Foye, of New York, 
Left Yesterday Afternoon for 
the Metropolis with Him. 


Dr. Geoffrey Martin, alias Jeff Martin, 
alias Jeff Valentine, the alleged artistic 
sneak thief who was arrested here about 
four weeks ago, was taken to New York 
yesterday afternoon by Detective Sergeant 
Harry P. Foye, of that city. The prisoner 
is wanted on two indictments charging him 
with grand larceny. 

Martin made strenuous objection to being 
removed from the station house. He de- 
clared ‘that he would never go back to New 
York alive and the officers found it neces- 
sary to threaten him into submission. He 
demanded the papers on which it was pro- 
posed t6 take-him away and after looking 
at them Martin defied the officers. 

Detectives Looney and Foye and Turnkey 
frusselle entered Martin’s cell and com- 
pelled him to get ready for the trip. The 
alleged crook demanded an opportunity to 
see his attorney before being taken away, 
but he was ordered to dress without further 
delay, which he did, but with great reluc- 
tance. 

Detective Foye told Martin that he was in 
fos it and would be punished by the New 
York courts. The officer handcuffed the 
prisoner and chained him toa seat, leaving 
for the north on the Southern limited at 4 
o’clock. The detective will keep a .close 
watch on Martin on the trip, the man being 
a dangerous character, the certainty of his 
coming trouble making him desperate. 

(Martin or Valentine is said to be one of 
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the shrewdest crooks who has occupied a 
cell at police headquarters. The local 
efficers believe that he committed many 
crooked acts here before his arrest and 
his departure with the certainty of being 
jailed in New York is looked upon by the 
— police as a good thing for the

New York, December 20.—The panic in 
Wall street and London, a number of 
failures on the New York stock exchange, 
long iiquidation and bear raiding, which 
caught a good many stop orders, caused a 
decline of 14@15 points, but later on there 
was a rally due to liquidation by shorts 
and good buying by strong interests, and 
the close here was very steady, at a net 
decline of 7@9 points. Cotton has stood 
up better than any other commodity since 
the Venezuelan excitement began, and it 
has certainly shown very significant steadi- 
ness as compared with railroad stocks. 
The sales here today were 353,000 bales. 
Liverpool, contrary to expectations, ad- 
vanced 2%@3 points at first; and, though 
there was a reaction later on, it closed 
firm, and the net decline there was only 
%@1 point for the day, and its spot sales 
were 10,000 bales at a decline of 1-H4d. New 
Orleans declined 12@13 points, then recover- 
ed a portion of the loss. Southern spot 
markets were generally quiet. Charleston 
and New Orleans declined %c; Mobile was 
weak, and spot prices here were reduced 
1-l6c. Manchester was dull and depressed. 
Stocks at interior towns gained 28,000 bales 
for the week and the interior receipts for 
the week are estimated at 140,000 bales, 
against 148,610 last week, 242,248 last 
Port receipts today were 48,768 bales, against 
‘70,911 last year. Total for the week, about 
224,000, against 288,454 last week and 385,472 
last year. The New Orleans eSstimate for 
tomorrow is 12,000 to 13,000, against 12,738 
last week, 21,715 last year and 15,658 in 1893. 
Houston expects 6,500 against 13,154 a year 
ago. its receipts today were only half 
what they wer: on this day last year. It 
is believed that in the event of the inter- 
national political situation becoming more 
serious the expom trade will be greatly 
augmented. The steadiness in Liverpool 
in the existing circumstances seems to en- 
courage this belief, while the fact that 
the exports thus far this season are far 
below those for the same timre last season, 
also lends a strong color of probability to 
the view. Money, however, was at one 
time 80 per cent on call today. Stocks 
suffered at a disastrous rate, political ex- 
citement is running high and commodities, 
as well as securities, may, therefore, show 
a further recession before there is a turn 
for tne better.

THE CHICAGO MAREET. 


Wheat Dangerously Close to a Panic 


Yesterday. 

Chicago, December 2.—Wheat w4s 
dangerously close to a panic today. Twice 
during the session’it appeared as though 
there was no hope of averting a catastro- 
phe, but happily the feeling’ underwent a 
favorable change in each instance. At the 
opening a decline of 4@%c from yesterday’s 
closing was established, followed immedi- 
ately by a further loss, but later prices 
steadied and trade became less excited. 
About ll a. m. a second alarm was sounded 
and a loss of ic from the previous low 
point took place with long wheat coming 
on the market from all directions. The ac- 
tion of the New York stock market aad the 
war talk which appeared in all the morn- 
ing papers was directly responsible for the 
alarming condition. which prevailed in 
grain. London was selling American se- 
curities in New York with the effect of 
producing a veritable panic at that place, 
with breaks of 6@i2 points in everything 
Money quotations rose rapidly 
until 80 per cent was charged on call. Near 
the close only 6 per cent was asked. A 
rally in the stock market had a saving in- 
fluence on other speculative trade, wheat 
enjoying the benefit to a moderate extent. 
May wheat opened 58% to d8%4c, declined to 
Byigc, closed at 57%@id8c, 1%@i%e under 
poataraay. Cash wheat was ic per bushel 
ower. 

Corn—The nervousness of the leading 
grain market and the New York stock mar- 
ket extended to corn as well as to every- 
thing else on the floor. Longs sold freely 
and not a few of the bears took advaniage 
of the excited and weak condition of the 
market to increase their short lines. When 
wheat and stocks steadied the corn market 
recovered a portion of the loss made earlier. 
May corn opened at 28¢c, declined to 27\c, 
closing at 27%c, ™@%4c under yesterday. 
Cash corn was \c lower. 

Oats—The depression 
other markets was present likewise in 
oats. Holders disposed of their oats, the 
selling orders being greatly in the majority 
throughout the morning. The last hour 
was marked by a partial recovery in values. 
May oats closed %c under yesterday. Cash 
oats were \c lower. 

Provisions—In this market there was no 
exception to the rule* and prices suffered 
from’ the weakness of svocks and grain. 
Trading did not assume very large propor- 
tions, but there was well defined disinclina- 
tion to buying or holding product. The lack 
of confidence was more of a potency ds a 
factor than was a steady to firm hog mar- 
ket. Closing prices were 12%c lower for 
May pork, 7i4c lower for May lard and 7%@ 
10c lower for May ribs.

Lamson Bros. & Co.’s Grain Letter. 


Chicago, December 20.—Wheat—The se- 
vere shaking up in Wall street today, stocks 
in some cases declining over $10 per share, 
with money on call at 75 per cent, caused 
heavy liquidation in this market and a 
decline at one time of nearly 2c per bushel. 
This selling has been extremely large 
during the entire session, not only by 
Wall street but by «ther holders, both 
local and country, and was the sole rea- 
son for the heaviness that prevailed. News 
from the east has been very discouraging, 
indeed, pred@jcting al further shrinkage 
in stocks, with liberal gold exports to fol- 
low, yet notwithstanding this there was 
some good investment buying at 574%c and 
below by parties who have been waiting 
for this opportunity to buy some bargain- 
counter wheat, and are not daunted by the 
general weakness that exists. The decline 
has also started fresh export and cash 
buying. New York reporting 100 loads tak- 
en there and at outports, while the spot 
bisiness in this market today amounted 
to about £00,000 bushels, all No. 2 red, at 
a premium of 2% to 3c, sold to interior 
millers. This news -aused a reaction from 
57% to 58c, most of which was again lost 
on a further decline in stocks and the 
rapid advance in call loans. While the 
security market is in a distressed condi- 
tion and is likely to exercse more or less 
infllence over other speculative commodi- 
ties, the severe decline of late has caused 
heavy liquidation by holders of wheat, 
and with this interest so largely eliminat- 
ed, and a good demand from investors, 
the chances for a recovery seem greater 
than for much further shrinkage. 

Corn has held remarkablv wel! consider- 
ing the decline in wheat. The bad weather, 
fair shipping demand and moderate receipts 
have caused a good demand from the 
shorts, and they were quite conspicuous 
buyers today. 

Provisions suffered a decline almost 
wholly in sympathy with grain. Holders 
were about the only sellers.

TWELVE TRUE BILLS 
Found Against Miller, the Insurance 
Agent, in San Antonio, Texas. 


WANTED THERE FOR FORGERY 


Deputy Hennessy, of San Antonio, Is 
Here After Miller, and Is Armed 
. with Good Papers. 


( DEN 


w. E. Miller, gemeral agent of the Na- 
tional Accident Society, of New York, whose 
office is 401 Gould building, who was ar- 
rested’ two or three days ago on advice 
that he is wanted in San Antonio, Tex., 
on several charges of forgery, is making 
a fight on being taken back to that state. 
He has applied for a hubeas corpus hearing, 
although a requisition bas already been 
granted by Governor Atkinson. 

Deputy Sherif! W. H. Hennessy, of San 
‘Antonio, arrived in Atlanta yesterday 
morning direct from the Lone Star State, 
bringing with nim copies of twelve indict- 
ments found against Miller by the grand 
jury at San Antonio. He also brought a 
requisition signed by Governor Culberson, 
of Texas, for the body of Miller, and the 
paper was at once presented to Governor 
Atkinson with a request that Chief Con- 
nolly be directed to turn the prisoner over 
to Deputy Hennessy. 

The requisition paper and others brought 
by the officer proved to be correct and in 
good form and Georgia’s executive signed 
the order authorizing Mr. Hennessy to 
remove Miller from the state. The offi- 
cer expected to leave for San Antonio with 
his prisoner early this morning and pur- 
chased tickets accordingly, but he will be 
detained. 

Miller retained the services of Colonel 
W. T. Moyers in his behalf and yesterday 
morning an application was made to Judge 
Lumpkin for habeas corpus. The petition 
alleged that Miller was being illegally de- 
tained and Judge Lumpkin set the hour of 
1:30 o’clock this afternoon to hear the case. 
The court issued an order to Chief Con- 
nolly to produce the body of Miller at that 
hour. 

Officer Hennessy says that he left Texas 
hurriedly and is unable to tell the details 
of the charges against Miller. He says 
that the grand jury of his county- recently 
found twelve true bills against the insur- 
ance man and that it appears that Miller 
will find himself in considerable trouble 
when he gets back. .Miller left Texas two 
or three months ago and since that time 
it seems that some irregularities in his 
business affairs have been discovered. 

Miller is said to Lave represented two 
accident insurarce companies in San An- 
tonio and it is supposed that his affairs in 
connection with the business accounts for 
his trouble. One of Miller’s bondsmen with 
the companies he represented, ex-Congress- 
man Paschal, of Texas, wrote him a letter 
recently, in which it was stated that Mil- 
ler’s affairs were badly mixed, something 
like $600 being involved. The writer stated 
that Miller had left Texas in bad shape 
and he was advised to return and straight- 
en out his affairs, or at least protect those 
who had secured him the positions of trust 
and signed his bonds, 

It seems that Miller had an office in 
San Antonio and did ccnsiderable insurance 
business there. He says that his trouble 
is probably accounted for by reason of his 
practice in taking notes for premiums on 
policies, He says that nrany of his agents 
issued policies and teok the holders’ notes 
for part of the premium money, and in ex- 
plaining his trouble Miller says that some 
of the notes might have been forgeries. 
‘The notes were accepted by him and used 
as security in borrowing money. 

Miller says that it has probably been 
discovered that some of the notes wera 
forgeries, causing the holders to come back 
on him. He denies forging any of the 
notes, claiming that if such is the ease 
some of his agents in Texas are responsible 
for it. He says that he will be able to 
clear himself an¢ explain everything gat- 
isfactorily when given an opportunity, 

Chief Connolly is of the opinion that Dep- 
uty Hennessy will be able to leave for 
Texas with his prisoner this afternoon. He 
wenn that the papers are all right and 

pates no trouble in so demonstrating 
to the court. City Attorney Anderson will 
look after the matter for Officer Hennessy, 


A LESSON IN OBEDIENCE. 


“Wives Submit Yourselves Unto Your 
_ Husbands as Unto the Lord.” 

Judge Henry Lumpkin yesterday in the 
superior court sounded a note of warning 
to disobedient wives. ; 

Mrs. Cassie W. Cannada had brought a 
uit for alimony against her husband, Mr. 
Marion L. Cannada. In her petition Mrs. 
Cannada deciared that Mr. Cannada had 
been guilty of cruel treatment and had 
finally abandoned her, leaving her to fight 
the battle of life alone and failing to pro- 
vide even the necessaries of life for her. 
She insisted that the court compel Mr, 
Cannada to maintain her. 

In the hearing of the case yesterday it 
was alleged by Mr. Cannada that the cause 
of his separation from his wife lay in her 
failure to recollect that part of the mar- 
riage vow in which the word “obey’’ comes 
in.

A motion for a new trial was filed yes- 
terday before Judge Clark by the attor 
neys of John Carroll. , 

Just before the adjournment of the crim- 
inal branch of the superior court the mo- 
tion for a new trial was made. Judge 
Clark announced that he would hear the 
argument on January &th, 

Carroll was but a few days ago sentenced 
to a life term in the penitentiary and 
would soon have been carried to the pen 
to begin his sentence. The motion for a 
new trial, however, will necessitate the 
postponement of the execution of the sen- 
tence, and Carroll will remain in his cell 
at the jail until the result of the motion 
is known. 

The charge upon which Carroll was con- 
victed was the murder of Maggie Dona- 
hoo, a woman with whom he was infat- 
vated. The killing oceurred in a tene- 
ment house on Decatur street, and it is 
said to have been without provocation. 
Carroll had been visiting the woman for 


Donahoo woman belongedd to the lower 
classes, and Carroll claims she inveigied 
him and exerted an undue influence upon 
him. 

When the case was reached last week the 
defendant created quite a sensation in 
the courtroom when he made the state 
ment that a party unknown to both him- 
self and the woman made a desperate as- 
sault upon them in the dark hallway. 

The jury brought in a verdict of guilty 
with a recommendation to mercy. The 
prisoner was then- sentenced for life by 
Judge Clark.

The Old Liberty Bell Will Be Taken 
~ Back to the Quakers 


BY SONS OF HEROIC FIGHTERS 


The Committee To Carry the Bell to 
Philadelphia Was Named 
Yesterday. 


— 


The Liberty bell, that old historic piece 
of brass whose voice has been silent for 
years, will be carried back to Philadelphia 
the first of next month. 

When the bell is returned to its home in 
the Pennsylvania metropolis it will make 
a tour of the states between Atlanta and 
Philadelphia with the same pomp and pride 
which surrounded it when it came, 

The bell will be loaded on a float at the 
exposition grounds, surrounded by the 
mayor, members of the general council and 
a police squad and will be brought to the 
city with those who watehed its removal as 
a special escort, Every turn of the wheels 
of the car will be watched with the greatest 
care and when the flat carrying the bell 
reaches the car in the city provided for its 
return to Philadelphia the transfer will be 
carefully made. Two policemen will be de- 
tailed to the car and to keep watch upon the 
bell until the train drawing the car leaves 
the city and when the train pulls out two 
Atlanta officers will be on it dor the ride, 

By a reagolution introduced at the last 
session of the general couneil by Mr. Har- 
raison, a committee of ten to be appointed 
by Mayor King, will accompany the bell 
to Philadelphia. That committee, the reso- 
lution provides, shall consist ef ten At- 
lantians, made up of membera of the gen- 
eral council of ‘95, the general council of 
‘96 and representative citizens of Atlanta, 

The committee was named yesterday af- 
ternoon by Mayor King and is made up of 
members of the general council of ’%5, who 
retire next month, members of the general 
council who hold over, members-elect of 
the generad council of ‘96, prominent citi- 
zens and representatives of the Atlanta 
press. In naming the special committee 
Mayor King has made awhappy combina- 
tion, 

From the council members who retire 
Mayor King named Mr. Haralson, of the 
board of aldermen who introduced the res- 
olution and who naturally has been made 
chairman, Mr, Howell, of the board of al- 
dermen, ig named second on the list and 
with Mr. Bell, of the third ward, repre- 
sents the hold-oyer members. ‘he mem- 
bers of the ger eral council of '96 who have 
not yet qualified named on the paper car- 
rying the committee are Mr, Maddox, of 
the second, and Mr, Culberson, of the 
seventh wards. The newspapers are rep- 
resented by taon, W. A. Hemphill, of The 
Constitution and Mr, H, H. Cabaniss, of 
The Journal, beth of whom represent the 
exposition directory too. Atianta’s citi- 
zenship carries Captain W. W. Draper, 
Mr. T. B. Neal and Mr, A, D, Adair, 

The probabilities are that in addition to 
the committee there will be an honorary es- 
cort to the members of the committee, and 
that that honorary escort will consist of 
five Atlanta citizens. The escort, like the 
committee, will be named by the mayor, 
and will be composed of leading and rep- 
resentative citizens of Atlanta, While May- 
or King has not spoken of the honorary 
escort it is generally conceded hy those 
who are conversant with the situation that 
two of that number will he Hon. W. J. 
Campbell, the retiring member from the 
fourth ward, and Hon, H. C. Stockdell, 

When the bell reached Atlanta Mr, Camp- 
bell was chairman of the committee that 
received it, and no one did more than he to 
make the arrival, entertainment and de- 
parture of the committee accompanying 
the bell pleasant, delightful and happy. He 
was the leader of the party and until 
he found Mr. Stockdell for an able lieuten- 
ant had sole charge of the yisitors, 

Like Mr. Campbell Mr. Stockdell left 
nothing undone to please the visitors. The 
honorary escort has been suggested be- 
cause it igs thought the committee of ten is 
too small, but as that was the number 
stipulated in the resolution no more than 
ten could be named on the committee by 
the mayor. 

The bell when it leaves the city will go 
with fireworks around it. 

There are strong probabilities that Mayor 
King will accompany tne committee of ten 
who will act as protectors to the bell. 

The arrival of the Linerty beil in Atlanta 
will be readily recalled by all admirers of 
the great national heirloom, Tradition has 
it that the bell has been silent since the 
fracture was made in it and that no one 
has ever attempted to provoke its response, 

But the bell had not been on Georgia 
soil long before a Georgian, who in infancy 
had been taught to reverence it, gave the 
eone a hard whack with a leaded stick 
whieh produced a response, And for which 
he was arrested. 

Since reaching Atlanta the old bell has 
been carefully watched and nothing within 
the exposition has attracted more attention 
than the now silent proelaimer of American 


' liberty. When the bell starts from Atlanta 


it will leave with the same attention and 


| the same manifestations of admiration as it 


had when it arrived during the early days 
of the exposition.

In the afternoon Dr. George explafmed tne 
principles of the National Keform Asso- 
ciation to which it was proposed that the 
«<onference should be annexed. Mr. BS, ‘I. 
Nicholson made a very earnest talk along 
the line of “Eclecticism in Politics.”” HReso- 
lutions were read and a plan of organiza- 
tion was submitted similar to that of tne 
reform association. When the conference 
adjourned in the afternoon it was decided 
to meet again at the Moody tabernacle Suli- 
day afternoon at 3 o'clock. 

At that time Dr. H. H. George, the field 
secretary of the National Reform Associa- 
tion, wil repeat the magnificent lecture 
which he delivered last ‘inursday evening 
on the “‘Reiation of Secuiar to Chrisuan 
Government.”’ Lverybody in Atlanta shouid 
hear this abie divine. 

‘Lhe conference was called to order in the 
hall of the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion yesterday morning at 10 o’ciock by Dr. 
ki. V. AtKisson, The president, Dr. John 
W. Heidt, was not able to be present at the 
morning session. 

Devotional exercises occupied: the first 
half hour of the session, after which Dr. A. 
A. Hoyt, of Boston, Mass., was presented 
to the conference. The subject of his able 
address was “Crime and lLawlessness.” 
This topic hag been assigned to Governor 
Atkinson, but‘on account of the pressure of 
public duties he was not able to-atiend the 
segsion. Dr. Hoyt very kindly consented 
LO siep into the breach. He held the close 
attention of the conference for more thaa 

' three-quarters of an hour. 
*“‘Crime and Lawlessness.”’ 

“It is somewhat embarrassing to me,” 
said Dr. Hoyt, “to take the place of some 
ene else, but | have made it the rule of my 
life mever to shrink. from any Christian 
duty, and 1 come before you this morning 
todo the best 1 can.’’ He divided his sub- 
ject .into three heads—the magnitude of 
evil, its cause and its remedy. Keferring 

-to the first subdivision he aeclared thac 
crime was rapidly increasing in this coun- 
try. It has taken varous torms, such as 
Sabbath desecration, intemperance, skepti- 
cism, gambiing, divorce, political corrup- 
tion and other national eviis. He ascribed 
these evils in a large measure to foreign 
immigration, which he thought should ve 

estfleted.. Eurepe Dad exported her ig- 
norant and criminal classes to this coun- 
try until the whole land was filled with an- 
archy, crime and intemperance, It was 
time for this evil to be checked. Another 
source of crime, he declared, was skepti- 
cism—ignoring the existence of a God and 
refusing to recognize a supreme ruler over 
all. False religion was still another source 
of crime, giving rise to error and confus- 
jon and bringing about a corrupt system 
of morals. Dr. Hoyt deplored the antag- 
onism which existed in legislative circles 
against the Christian religon. , 

“Several years ago,”’ sad he, “in Boston, 
Mass., the city of the Puritan, and almost 
within the shadow of Plymouth rock, two 
clergymen were arrested for preaching the 
goOspel on the Boston common. It was law- 
ful for other meetings to be held there and 
even for traveling showmen to- entertain 
the people of Boston on that sacred ground, 
but the preaching of the gospel was not 
allowed. In less than twelve months from 

x the time those preachers were silenced the 
i unrighteous statute was removed, and 
* _ every man who figured in the prosecution, 
2. including the judge who sat on the bench, 
fay rigid underneath the sod before the

been executed.” 
Dr. Hoyt declared that divine principles

HE COULDN’T PAY. 


FORT GAINES MERCHANT AR- 
RESTED AND BROUGHT HERE.

Waived Trial and Was Bound Over in 
the Sum of $750 To Appear in 
the Criminal Court. 


T. L. Farmer, a Fort Gaines,merchant, 
was brought to Atlanta by Bailiff G. A. 
Ray of Judge Bloodworth’s court Thursday 
and carried before Judge Orr on a charge 
of cheating and swindling. He is prosecuted 
by Coleman, Burden @ Warthen Company, 
Shoe dealers of this city. 

Coleman, Burden & Warthen claim that 
Farmer bought $500 worth of shoes from 
them on false misrepresentations. Farmer 
is a merchant at Fort Gaines. He is said 
to have represented to them that he was 
ail right financially and perfectly solvent. 
He had previously bought from them in 
smaller lots and paid” them, and though 
they had been warned against crediting him 
further, they sold him a bill amounting to 
$500. The shoes were sold in the early fall, 
When the money was due they could not 
get it. After investigation they learned 
that it would do no good to sue, as Farmer 
was insolvent. 

There was no way left for them to get 
their money and they had a warrant taken 
for Farmer for cheating and swindling. 

Farmer was brought from Fort Gaines 
and carried before Judge Orr. He waived 
preliminary hearing and gave bond in the 


| sum of $73 to appear in the criminal court 


at the January term. 

Farmer, of course, has his side of the 
matter to tell. He will be represented by 
Judge Anderson and Colonel Wilson, ‘of 
Fort Gaines. 

The Coleman, Burden & Warthen com- 
pany say they sold Farmer the shoes solely 
upon his own representations. They say 
he is not rated in Dun or Bradstreet at all 
and they were advised by parties not to 
credit him, but as he had hitherto shown 
up all right they took the risk. Glenn & 
Rountree will represent the prosecution 
when the case comes up.

Mr. Joseph A. McCord, now cashier of 
the Atlanta Trust and Banking Company, 
and Mr. Thomas C. Erwin, now assistant 
cashier in the same bank, will occupy 
responsible positions in the new bank. 

The Third National will have its home 
on the northwest corner of Broad and Ala- 
bama streets, :n the Innmran building, which 
is now occupied by the Atlanta Home In- 
surance Company. The floor upon which 
the banking work will rest will undergo 
some radical changes, and when the doors 
are thrown open for business the place will 
be one of the handsomest in the city. 

The gentiemen named, who will be con- 
nected with tne bank, are all well known, 
not only in banking circles but among the 
business men of the city, as careful, dis- 
creet and safe young men. They have all 
been in the banking business long enough 
to demonstrate their ability and worth and 
Supported as they will be when the new 
bank is opened with $200,000 paid in and a 
directory of sound business men, who are 
among those stockholders, there is every 
reason to anticipate a prosperous career 
for the Third National bank.

THE SOUTHERN ASSOCIATION 


Meets There, and the Circuit for 1896 
Will Be Perfected—All the Cities 
To Be Present. 


The directors of.the Southern Association 
of Baseball Clubs will meet in Birming- 
ham today. . 

The meeting is in response to a call is- 
sued by Dr. Nicklin, president of the South- 
ern Association, and the indications are 
that every member of the organization 
will be on hand and that in  ad- 
dition to the members in good standing 
the clubs which met with bad luck last 
year as well as two or three cities which 
have never been in the association, will 
be present. 

The meeting will be one of the most im- 
portant any baseball association in the 
south has ever had, and it is more than 
probable that the fate of the national 
game in this section of the union for some 
time to come will be determined before an 
adjournment or dissolution is reached. 

Private advices from President Nicklin 
indicate that he has been assured by every 
member of the association that a personal 
and not auroxy representative will be 
present to participate in the deliberations 
of the body. 

The organization of the association fcr 
"96 will be the main and most important 
feature of the meeting. The session may 
result in the creation of a six-club kague 
or association, and it may be that an eight- 
club organization will reseive itself from 
the session. If an eight-club organization 
the same cities presented during the last 
few years may be there, and yet it may be 
that cities never before represented in the 
circuit will be members of the organization 
for ’%6., 

It all depends upon what the towns want- 
ing membership can present in the shape 
of satisfactory evidence that they will 
stay in until the end of the season. 

President Nicklin, with his accustomed 
forethought for the comfort of those who 
gather around him at the association meet- 
ings, reached Birmingham yesterday after- 
noon, arranged for a place for the meeting 
and to see that the delegates who attend 
are properly cared for. That he has had 
every arrangement perfected before the 
delegates begin to arrive is an assured 
fact to those who have attended the meet- 
ings since President Nicklin first took the 
chair. 

The Atlanta Delegation—Mr. Bickart 
and Mr. Dickinson—will leave this morning 
for Birmingham. 

President Nicklin has just completed the 
batting and fielding averages of the play- 
ers in the Southern Association during °95. 

«he averages show that in batting the 
leaders are in the order named: Whistler, 
of Chattanooga; Stafford, of New Orleans; 
Beard, of Evansville; Butler, of Nash- 
ville and Frank, of Memphis. The same 
paper shows that Omeara leads in the 
catching averages, Ryan as first baseman, 
with Whistler a close second; Phelan as 
second baseman, Burke as third baseman, 
with Bushman second; Beard as shortstop, 
Powell as left field, McCann as’ centerfield, 
Honeycutt as right field, and Cull as 
pitcher.

The station was overcrowded and pre-

TRAGEDY AT WHITE OAK. 
Depot Agent Rowell Kills the Section 
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| HIS LICENSE REVOKED 


L. N. Mercier Was Yesterday: Disbarred 
from the Practice of Law. 


THE SHERIFF WANTS HIM 


The Case Against the Attorney Was 
Reached at Noon, but WNo 
Answer Was Filed. 


Ls N.. Mercier, the gttorney who filed a 
sensational affidavit to the effect that the 
Myers jury has been tampered with, was 
on yesterday debarred from the practice of 
law in the courts of Georgia and his license 
as a lawyer was revoked. By order of 
Judge Lumpkin his name was also stricken 
from the list of attorneys who practice in 
the superior court of Fulton .county. 

The rule against Mercier was taken out 
September 7th and the petition, which was 
directed to the superior court, was filed in 
the clerk’s office two days later. The rule 
Was not served on the defendant, however, 
until November 20th. Just prior to the serv- 
ing of the paper Attorney Edgar Latham 
appeared before Judge Lumpkin and an 
order was signed by’ the.judge requiring 
the service of the papers. Mercier was 
served with the ruling oa the afternoon of 
November 20th. 

The rule which was. taken out before 
Judge Lumpkin in September directed the 
defendant to show cause why he should not 
be disbarred from the practice of law and 
why his license should not be revoked. 
Though the ruling was served on Attorney 
Mercier on November 20th, he has failed to 
fille an answer. Should an answer have 
been filed the.trial would have been before 
a jury. but as no answer was filed Judge 
Lumpkin, when the case was called yester- 
day morning, ordered that the attorney be 
disbarred, his license revoked and that his 
name be stricken from the list of attorneys 
who practice in the Fulton county, superior 
court. 

Behind the mere facts of the trial is a 
very interesting story. Mercier came to At- 
lanta about two years ago and began the 
practice of law. He did not enjoy a very 
lucrative practice, however, and most of his 
cases were in the justice courts. At the 
last trial of Will Myers, Mercier was for the 
first time brought to the attention of the 
public. 

Just after the close of the trial of Myers 
Mercier filed a sensational affidavit before a 
notary of the public and the affidavit was 
later on placed in the hands of Attorney W.™ 
T. Moyers, who was the counsel of Myers. 
In the affidavit Mercier swore that he was 
sitting in the gallery of the courthouse 
during the Myers trial and when the jury 
Was ordéred into the jury room he saw 
Colonel Ghenn, who was already in the 
jurvroom, shake hands and speak to two 
of the members of the jury. A similar 
affidavit was also filed by J. J. Rowe, who 
was sitting with Mercier at the time. 

The affidavits were made public and cre- 
ated a huge sensation. As soon as the mat- 
ter was made known to Colonel Glenn he 
immediately took out warrants against 
Mercier and Rowe, charging them with 
perjury. Mercier and Rowe were arrested 
and tried on the warrants. They were 
boverd over, but furnished bond. The 
oar were signed by H. C. Underwood and 
the men were released. They were, how- 
ever, rearrested and were again released on 
bond signed by the same bondsman. 

The cases against Mercier and Rowe were 
reached: a few days ago in the criminal 
branch of the superior court, but neither of 
the defendants answered to the call of 
their hames.. The bonds were ordered for- 
feited by Judge Clark and. Sheriff. Barnes 
was instructed’to arrest the defendants 
and have their bonds increased or place 
them in jail. Sheriff Barnes has made 
diligent search for Mercier and Rowe, but 
has not been able to find them. 

In the trial of the two men who made 
the affidavits it was proved that the affi- 
davits were without the least foundation. 
Affidavits were mrade by the twelve men 
who composed the jury to the effect that 
Colonel Glerm did not speak with them, and 
the bailiffs in charge of the jury, three 
spectators, A. S. Clay, who was with Mr. 
“enn at the time, and Judge Hart, who 
was presiding, made affidavits to the same 
effect. 

Yesterday at noon the case was called 
and the evidence against Mercter was pre- 
sented Judge Lumpkin by Attorney Edgar 
Latham. The motion to disbar Mercier was 
sustained by Judge Lumpkin. 

Sheriff Barnes will continue his search 
for Mercier and Rowe and if arrested their 
bond will either -be increased or they 
will be placed in jail to await their trial.
